States Joining 
Energy Bandwagon

Surprised by the fuel crisis, states 
have scrambled to appoint energy 
officials who suddenly have to find out 
how real the crisis is and exactly how 
much gasoline and fuel oil they’ve got 
to cover spot shortages. 
They are attempting this un­ 
precedented task amid the confusion of 
changing federal regulations which 
some say are too little too late. 
An Associated Press survey of 34 
state energy officials showed that all 
feel their states are in an energy pinch, 
but most are unsure of the root causes. 
Many raised questions about oil in­ 
dustry culpability in the energy crisis, 
and many admitted they didn’t really 
know how much fuel their states have. 
“ No provision for gathering oil in­ 
formation existed prior to Jan. 15 and 
we won’t have figures until Feb. I,” 
said Harold Wills, Kansas fuel 
allocations officer. 
How genuine are state gas and oil 
shortages? 
“ As far as Vermont is concerned, I 
know damn well there’s a shortage,” 
said Forrest Orr, head of the special 
state energy office. Like several other 
states, Vermont has little oil storage 
capacity. 
“ We have to rely on supplies from 
outside,” he said. 
While he said he did not know the 
extent of national fuel shortages and 
had no inside information to show that 
the oil industry may have contrived 
the situation, he added, “ There is a 
certain degree of doubt in my mind 
that it is real.” 
The survey showed Orr’s quandry is 
widespread. Some officials blamed the 
crisis on a real shortage of crude oil, 
but many had nagging doubts about oil 
industry involvement.

panies are taking a bum rap. If it is 
part of a planned strategy, then they 
ought to be brought to the bar of public 
opinion,” said Robert Davis, Oregon’s 
top energy official.

State GOF Having Trouble Filling Ticket 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Chief 
Justice C. William O’Neill will seek re- 
election this year instead of stepping 
down as previously announced, he 
said, Monday. 
His announcement came in the form 
of a one-sentence news release only 
hours after his son, State Rep. Charles 
William O’Neill, R-28 Columbus, 
bowed out of the race for the GOP 
nomination for attorney general. 
In other developments in an in­ 
creasingly 
shaky 
attempt 
by 
Republicans to mount a state ticket for 
the May primary, Sen. Paul E. 
Gillmor, R-2 Port Clinton, said he had 
decided not to try for the GOP 
nomination for state auditor. 
The younger O’Neill and Gillmor had 
been part of a “ consensus” ticket 


recommended last week by the 
Republican State Executive Com­ 
mittee. They were described as the 
best potential candidates for those 
offices by State GOP Chairman Kent 
B. McGough. 
Although Gillmor and the younger 
O’Neill mentioned a lack of money as 
major reasons for their decisions, 
McGough said it was not the only 
reason. “ Each of them made the 
decision independently and for dif­ 
ferent reasons,” the chairman said. 
The chief justice, without fanfare, 
issued a press release Monday af­ 
ternoon that said simply: “ I am going 
to be a candidate for re-election as 
chief justice of the Ohio Supreme 
Court.” His pronouncement several 
weeks ago that he was going to retire 


came just as succinctly. O’Neill 
stresses that as a jurist, he cannot 
campaign while sitting on the bench. 
However, when he first decided to 
retire, the former governor and one­ 
time speaker of the House was quoted 
as saying he would not run again 
because of a possible conflict of in­ 
terest if his son were to be elected at­ 
torney. His son’s decision removed 
that possibility. 
Already beleaguered GOP officials 
now apparently are left with a “ con­ 
sensus” ticket that includes Cleveland 
Mayor Ralph Perk for U.S. Senate, 
former Gov. James A. Rhodes for 
governor, and Lt. Gov. John W. Brown 
and Secretary of State Ted W. Brown, 
both for re-election. 
Supreme Court Associate Justice 


Paul W. Brown had been given the nod 
for chief justice based on the in­ 
cumbent’s decision not to run. It is not 
known if that party choice would stick, 
or even if Justice Brown would choose 
to take on the popular O’Neill in the 
COP primary. Probably not, party 
spokesmen calculated. 
Sen. Stanley J. Aronoff, R-8 Cin­ 
cinnati, skipped over by the executive 
committee in his bid for lieutenant 
governor, said Monday he is keeping 
“ all of my options open, including a 
race for governor or U.S. senator. 
“ In this crazy year . . . who knows, 
by next week, there may be no one left 
on the consensus ticket,” the Cin­ 
cinnati attorney said.

CULPEPER, Va. (AP) - Funeral 
services for Rear Adm. Lewis L. 
Strauss, former chairman of 
the 
Atomic Energy Commission and in­ 
terim secretary of commerce, will be 
Thursday in New York. 


Strauss, 77, died at his farm here 
Monday 
after 
returning 
from 
Washington where he had undergone 
treatment for cancer. 


Strauss was a native of Charleston, 
W. Va., and during his life served as an 
adviser to five presidents. He helped 
spur development of the hydrogen 
bomb, and was a well-known financier. 


He served as a private secretary to 
Herbert Hoover in 1919 and later 
became a partner in a New York 
banking firm. 


In 1941 he was ordered to active duty 
in the Navy as a lieutenant com­ 
mander and soon rose to the position of 
special assistant to the vice chief of 
naval operations. In 1946 he was 
named to the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. 
In 1958 President Eisenhower gave 
Strauss the interim appointment as 
com m erce 
secretary, 
but 
his 
nomination to the post full-time was 
defeated in Congress. 


Sheep Output 
Declines Again 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
sheep industry, on a downhill trend for 
many years, showed another decline in 
1973, according to the Agriculture 
Department. 
As of Jan. I, a USDA inventory 
shows, there were 2,660,000 sheep and 
lambs being fed for the slaughter 
market in 26 major producing states. 
That was down seven per cent from a 
year earlier. 
Wool production from U.S. sheep, an 
indication of the size of the animal 
inventory, has declined annually for 13 
years and is expected to drop again in 
1974. 
The department later this month will 
issue an annual inventory of all sheep 
and lambs on farms.

threatening a series of co mp etitiv e 
dev alu atio ns by natio ns seeking an 
eco no mic adv antage o v er their nigh- 
bo rs.

d e v a lu a tio n, 
it

to so me degree, bu t the negativ e 
asp ect is o v erwhelmed by the ensu ing 
trade adv antage. It p erm its a natio n to 
alm o st p ainlessly p u t its ex p o rts on 
sale at a disco u nt. 
F rance no do u bt had this in mind 
when it decided to free its cu rrency 
fro m the agreed u p o n ancho r and let it 
drift where the m arket takes it, which 
m o st likely is do wn. It wants to co rrect 
an o mino u s trad e deficit. 
E arlier this mo nth, 
the French 
finance m iniste r, V alery G iscard 
d’Estaing rep o rted the co u ntry ’s trade 
balance, which had been ex p ected to

This tu rnabo u t in French fo rtu nes is 
almo st so lely the resu lt of rising 
energy p rices, a p ro blem that all o ther 
indu strialized natio ns share.

When a natio n’s ex p o rt p o sitio n 
declines, as F rance’s has, it alm o st 
certainly 
fo llo ws

In o rder to p rev ent these tem p o rary 
deficits fro m g y ra ting cu rrenc y 
v alu es, the indu strialized natio n’s of 
the p o stWo rld War II wo rld agreed to 
step into the m arket them selv es, 
bu y ing u p weak cu rrency and m ain­ 
taining its p rice. 
To do this, ho wev er, their central 
banks hav e to dip into reserv es, and 
this can be ex trem ely co stly . F rance’s 
acu te p redicam ent was that it m ight 
hav e to sell so me of its go ld sto cks, and 
France dearly lo v es go ld. 


Practically sp eaking, it has mo re 
reaso n than ev er fo r co nserv ing its 
sto cks o f the m etal, that reaso n being 
the p o ssibility that Arab oil p ro du cers, 
distru stfu l of Eu ro p ean cu rrencies, 
might insist on p ay m ent in go ld.

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Nuclear Energy Growth 


Long before the petroleum 
crunch was a common table 
topic, nuclear energy had 
strong proponents who saw it 
as 
the 
inevitable 
energy 
generating medium of the 
future. Predictions were made 
a decade ago 
that 
nuclear 
energy not only would come of 
age in the 1970s, but the capital 
cost of producing one kilowatt 
would 
be 
a 
relatively 
competitive $120. 
Those estim ates did not 
entirely meet their goals. The 
capital cost has grown to $550 


per kilowatt 
and 
the 
time 
required to build a nuclear 
generating plant has doubled to 
eight years. About four per cent 
of the nation s electricity now is 
generated by nuclear power 
plants. 
A 
heavy 
increase 
in 
capability, 
however, 
is 
underway. The Atomic Energy 
Commission reports that 29 
nuclear 
plants 
now’ 
are 
operational, 59 more are under 
construction and 77 additional 
facilities are 
in 
planning 
stages. The current capability 


of 14,000 megawatts is expected 
to expand 
to 
1.2 
million 
megawatts by the year 2000. A 
megawatt is one million watts. 


The future continues to look 
bright for nuclear energy, 
despite construction problems, 
environmental questions and 
funding delays which have held 
back more rapid development. 


With the costs of other forms of 
energy escalating, even 
the 
economics of nuclear energy is 
falling into position. 


Her Indomitable Self 


NEW YORK—A bit more than 20 
years ago, sculptress Claire Ix)w 
suffered an attack of polio that left her 
without the use of her legs. But she has 
continued her work, raised two 
children, traveled wide and far in this 
land and abroad, and taken a leading 
role in the nurturing of culture in 
Westchester County, N.Y. 
Thanks mostly to her own gumption, 
and an unusual assist from her 
physicist husband Frank. 
Frank Iajw is a man of many in­ 
ventive devices, some of them based 
primarily on getting his wife and 
(now) other people out of bed and up 
from their chairs and off their crut­ 
ches, and back into the mobile world. 


One of the simplest and most ef­ 
fective of his brain-children is a 
lightweight portable seat, shaped to 
the owner’s buttocks, which helps the 
halt and the lame slide out of bed into 
wheelchairs, also in and out of cars, 
airplanes, buses, theater seats and 
privies. Dr. Ixjw’s godsend to the limp 
of our day and age, once intended only 
to help his wife, is produced by the 
thousands through a company named 
Contourpedic, at Ridgefield, N.J. It 
has been tested at Dr. Howard Rusk’s 
Institute for Rehabilitation Medicine 
at the New York University-Bellevue 
medical center, and at Coldwater 
Memorial Hospital in New York. 


Gov. George Wallace, deprived of 
his locomotion by a nut’s bullet into his 
spine, is back on the campaign trail 
partly, at least, through his use of his 
Contourpedic disk. Who knows?—it 
might be his vehicle to the White 
House, as was an earlier national 
depression and Franklin Roosevelt’s 
wheelchair. 
But the prime beneficiary of Frank 
Low’s good mind has been his sculp­ 
tress wife. He dispensed with her 
hospital bed in their bedroom by 
devising a unique trapeze to give her 
much more mobility. 
When their 
second child was still an infant, Dr. 
Low rigged a pulley device over the 
baby’s play pen that enabled the little 
girl’s mother to lift the child from the 
pen into her high chair and back again. 
Mrs. Low, who had been an excellent 
horsewoman before polio, now rides 
again, like Destry—thanks to a safety 
belt her husband found a way of 
melding with a western saddle.

Dear Editor: 
School board m em bers face a 
multitude of complex problems. Their 
decisions will affect every citizen in 
the community. The board needs the 
support of the community in order to 
most effectively 
carry out 
its 
responsibilities. Getting this support is 
a complex challenge which involves 
extremely good communications with 
the public. 
The term “communications" rather 
than public relations is emphasized 
here because the school board’s in­ 
volvement in communications is a 
much broader function than public 
relations. 
In the booklet “ Basic Board­ 
manship” by Vance Bell, a publication 
of The Ohio School Boards Association, 
the author states that “a common 
misconception is that school public 
relations is nothing more than ad­ 
vertising, sales promotion, and press 
agentry designed to ‘sell’ public 
education to the public. This is a little 
silly since the public schools already 
are owned by the public.” The author 
goes on to say that “many attempts 
are made to get the public to accept the 
management of a school system 
strictly on the basis of blind faith and 
to produce more funds on a no- 
questions-asked basis.” 
The booklet further states that “the 
sounder basis for public relations 
develops from a continuing, unham­ 
pered two-way communication, a flow 
of thoughts, information and ideas 
between the public and the school 
management group and staff of the 
school system.” 
My campaign centered on the im­ 


portance of communication. A school 
board, however, cannot have a good 
communications program simply by 
saying it is important. It will have to be 
a year-around job and many ways will 
have to be worked out to keep the 
public informed. We’ll need feedback 
of community opinion. This could be 
done by a question and answer column 
on the radio or in the newspaper. We’ll 
need letters and telephone calls stating 
your concerns and criticisms. 


We’ll need your support by attending 
the open board meetings on the fourth 
Thursday of every month at 7:30 at the 
Junior High School. 
Everyone is 
welcome to come to observe; 
if 
someone wishes to speak to the board 
about a matter it is suggested that they 
call the clerk, Mary Ellen Rader at 
474-5090, and have their name put on 
the agenda. This is done in the interest 
of time.

Can antihistamine drugs be taken 
indefinitely without causing any 
harm? 


I have a year-round allergy and I 
have been taking these pills for many 
years. 
Miss J.N., Wis. 
Dear Miss N.: 
I^t me first explain that histamine is 
a substance produced in many tissues 
and cells in the body. It plays an im­ 
portant role in body growth, secretions 
in the stomach, and in the blood cir­ 
culation. 
Excess amounts of histamine are 
found in the blood of people with asth­ 
ma, hives, hay fever, and other 
allergic conditions. 
Antihistamine drugs were created to 
counteract the excess histamines in 
allergic people, and thus reduce their 
annoying symptoms. 
These antihistam ine drugs are 
readily excreted from the body in the 
urine. It is for this very reason that 
sustained doses are effective. 
Nevertheless, I do believe that a re­ 
evaluation of your allergic profile 


should be done. Perhaps the exact 
offender that produces your year- 
round allergy may be found and 
removed. Then vou would be spared 
the need for such constant medication. 
Does nicotinic acid have any relation 
to the nicotine in cigarettes? 
Mr. H G., N Y. 
Dear Mr. G.: 
No, there is no relationship. 
Nicotinic acid, or niacin, is a valuable 
vitamin found mostly in liver, meat, 
fish, yeast, and whole grain cereals. 
Its complete absence in the diet is 
responsible for the disease pellagra. 
The nicotine in cigarettes is a 
poisonous substance found in all parts 
of the tobacco plant. 


I saw a report of acid in my urine. 
Does this have any special meaning? 
Mr. E.S., Va. 
Dear Mr. S.: 
The acid and alkaline content of the 
urine may vary from day to day, even 
with people in excellent health. 
Changes in diet and some medicines 
can readily alter the acidity of the 
urine.

NEW YORK (AP) - The decision by 
France to float its franc, which means 
its devaluation, has the appearance of 
a singular, isolated move, but it could 
set off a chain reaction of undesirable 
consequences. 
It breaks faith with those countries 
in the European Economic Community 
which, for the sake of continental 
monetary stability and integration, 
had agreed to maintain a fixed ratio of 
relative currency values. 
In stepping out of this mutual 
arrangement, France offers other 
EEC nations the rationale and maybe 
the 
incentive 
to 
do 
the 
same, 
threatening a series of competitive 
devaluations by nations seeking an 
economic advantage over their nigh- 
bors. 
A 
devaluation, 
it 
should 
be 
remembered, might be embarassing 
to some degree, but the negative 
aspect is overwhelmed by the ensuing 
trade advantage. It permits a nation to 
almost painlessly put its exports on 
sale at a discount. 
France no doubt had this in mind 
when it decided to free its currency 
from the agreed upon anchor and let it 
drift where the market takes it, which 
most likely is down. It wants to correct 
an ominous trade deficit. 
Earlier this month, the French 
finance m inister, Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing reported the country’s trade 
balance, which had been expected to 
show a surplus of eight billion francs, 
would likely show instead a deficit of 18 


billion. 
This turnabout in French fortunes is 
almost solely the result of rising 
energy prices, a problem that all other 
industrialized nations share. Because 
of this, some monetary authorities fear 
a domino affect. 
When a nation’s export position 
declines, as France’s has, it almost 
certainly 
follows 
that 
the 
a t­ 
tractiveness of its currency declines 
also, simply because it is considered 
less secure as an investment. 
In order to prevent these temporary 
deficits from gyrating currency 
values, the industrialized nation’s of 
the postWorld War II world agreed to 
step into the market themselves, 
buying up weak currency and main­ 
taining its price. 
To do this, however, their central 
banks have to dip into reserves, and 
this can be extremely costly. France’s 
acute predicament was that it might 
have to sell some of its gold stocks, and 
France dearly loves gold. 
Practically speaking, it has more 
reason than ever for conserving its 
stocks of the metal, that reason being 
the possibility that Arab ob producers, 
distrustful of European currencies, 
might insist on payment in gold. 
This European speculation is one 
reason why the price of gold has been 
rising, to $138.56 in london Monday. 
The higher the price the more ad­ 
vantage to nations with big reserves. 
France has them. 
Rural Development 
Report Not Specific 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Four 
months and 18 days beyond the date 
required by law, the Agriculture 
Department has filed with Congress 
the governm ent’s goals for the 
development of rural United States. 
Even so, the report lacks specific 
objectives. 
A five-page introduction says the 
department cannot and will not state 
specific goals for several years, until 
localities finish planning for them­ 
selves. 
The document, which has 85 pages of 
census data following the introduction, 
has not yet been released publicly. It 
was sent to the Capitol on Friday. 
A key sentence says: “We believe 
families and communities should have 
a maximum role in shaping their own 
futures and that the role of govern­ 
ment is to support these choices, but to 
avoid interfering in the process.” 
The report — due last Sept. I — was 
held 
up until Congress 
passed 
departmental appropriations, which 
were signed into law Nov. 7. Then it 
circulated around the offices of 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz’s 
top advisers for several weeks. 
Rural development subcommittee 
members in both houses had pressed 
intermittently and unsuccessfully for 
the report in the interim. 


Those recommendations and the 
introduction to the statistics indicate 
the potential for a congressional 
controversy this week when the report 
makes the rounds. 


For example, most of the sub­ 
committee members who have been 
active in overseeing the Rural 
Development Act want quantified 
goals — so many new homes and new 
jobs in so many years — and a na­ 
tionwide plan imposed on states and 
localities. 


The thoughts behind the report are 
basically those of Asst. Agriculture 
Secretary William Erwin; his deputy, 
Dr. James Bostic, a young scientist 
from North Carolina and former White 
House fellow; and Dr. Walter Gun- 
tharp, 
head 
of 
the 
new 
Rural 
Development Service.

During the depression, money being 
very short, radio entertainment at

home came to the foreground. 
Some taped highlights heard were: 
F.D.R.’s inaugural address, King of 
England’s alwlication speech, first 
juke box sounds and first telephone 
sounds of transmission. 
The era of swing and the juke box 
came and then another war. During 
this time radar, radio and recording 
took a tremendous step forward. At the 
end of the war the next large ad­ 
vancement was television followed by 
hi-f idelity 
recordings 
with 
stereophonic sound. 
On July 20th, 1969, John F. Kennedy 
predicted a man on the moon in 10 
years but many developments were 
necessary. Thirty-five distinct sounds 
can be transferred to a computer and 
equipment can be minimized many 
times to be used in small areas. 
The phase concerning the future was 
most interesting as the possibility of 
some of this generation seeing these 
transformations is not entirely without 
possibility.

Gallup Poll’s approval rating for 
President Nixon again has dropped to 
his all-time low of 27 per cent. 
The Gallup organization conducted 
the poll Jan. 4-7, shortly after the 
Internal Revenue Service announced it 
was re-auditing the President’s recent 
tax returns. 
Nixon’s first 27 per cent approval 
rating in the poll came in late October, 
after he fired special 
Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. In a similar 
poll last month, his rating was 29 per 
cent. 
In the latest poll, 1,504 adults were 
asked: “ Do you approve or disapprove 
of the way Nixon is handling his job as 
President?” 
Besides the 27 per cent approving, 63 
per cent disapproved and 10 per cent 
expressed no opinion. 
Gallup said a breakdown by party 
showed Republicans approved of 
Nixon’s performance by 53 per cent.

o nly wo uld permit a pro perty o wner to 
pay

beg ins pay ing tax es o n them, but also 
will serv e as a stimulus fo r the sta te’s 
eco no my . 
“ With the pro spect o f an eco no mic 
slo wdo wn, this co uld really stimulate 
Ohio ’s eco no my ,” the senato r said, 
“ When y o u stimulate the co nstructio n 
industry , it helps o thers like lumber, 
plasterers, g lass manufacturers, and 
rig ht o n do wn the line.” 
Van Meter's bill pro v ides that if a 
ho meo wner o r the o wner o f a multi­ 


dw elling building m a kes an im ­ 
pro v ement that wo uld increase his 
v aluatio n by $1,000, he co uld wait a 
y ear befo re starting to pay ta x es o n the 
impro v ement. 
If the impro v ement were to co st 
$2,000, then the delay wo uld be fo r two 
y ears, and so o n, up to a max imum fo r 
fiv e y ears fo r an impro v ement that 
increased the o wner’s v aluatio n by 
$5 ,000 o r mo re. 
“ Our tax sy stem penalizes peo ple fo r 
impro v ing their pro perty when we 
sho uld be o ffering incentiv es to en­ 
co urag e peo ple to do such pro jects,” 
the senato r said. 
Sen. Michael J , Malo ney , R-7 Cin­ 
cinnati, who se Way s & Means Co m­ 
mittee is co nsidering Van Meter’s bill, 
said he ag rees with its co ncept. “ I 
think the principle has a lo t o f merit,” 
he said. 
Van Meter’s bill was the first o f an 
ex pected batch o f measures to ease 
pro perty tax es in v iew o f hig her than 
anticipated rev enues fro m the state 
inco me tax . 


Sen. Ro nald M. Mo ttl, I>24 Parma, 
intro duced a bill to increase the in­ 
co me lev els that determine reductio ns 
under ho mestead pro perty tax pro v i­ 
sio ns fo r Ohio ans 65 and o v er. A 
pro perty o wner co uld take a reductio n 
o f 7 0 per cent if his annual inco me was 
$3,000 o r less, co mpared to the present 
$2,000, under Mo ttl’s bill.

State Taxation Change Pushed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
system of taxation penalizes property 
owners

The 30-year-old college instructor is 
pushing for passage this year of his bill

Van Meter claims his measure not 
only would permit a property owner to 
pay for improvements 
before 
he 
begins paying taxes on them, but also 
will serve as a stimulus for the state’s 
economy. 
“With the prospect of an economic 
slowdown, this could really stimulate 
Ohio’s economy,” the senator said, 
“When you stimulate the construction 
industry, it helps others like lumber, 
plasterers, glass manufacturers, and 
right on down the line.” 
Van Meter’s bill provides that if a 
homeowner or the owner of a multi­ 


dwelling building makes an im ­ 
provement that would increase his 
valuation by $1,000, he could wait a 
year before starting to pay taxes on the 
improvement. 
If the improvement were to cost 
$2,000, then the delay would be for two 
years, and so on, up to a maximum for 
five years for an improvement that 
increased the owner’s valuation by 
$5,000 or more. 
“Our tax system penalizes people for 
improving their property when we 
should be offering incentives to en­ 
courage people to do such projects,” 
the senator said. 
Sen. Michael J. Maloney, R-7 Cin­ 
cinnati, whose Ways & Means Com­ 
mittee is considering Van Meter’s bill, 
said he agrees with its concept. “I 
think the principle has a lot of merit,” 
he said. 
Van Meter’s bill was the first of an 
expected batch of measures to ease 
property taxes in view of higher than 
anticipated revenues from the state 
income tax. 


Sen. Ronald M. Mottl, D-24 Parma, 
introduced a bill to increase the in­ 
come levels that determine reductions 
under homestead property tax provi­ 
sions for Ohioans 65 and over. A 
property owner could take a reduction 
of 70 per cent if his annual income was 
$3,000 or less, compared to the present 
$2,000, under Mottl’s bill.

(Q>) If I file my Federal income tax 
return in January, will I get my refund 
any sooner? 
(A) Yes. If you file in January and 
there are no mistakes on your return 
that 
might delay processing, 
you 
should get your refund in 4 to 5 weeks. 
If you file later, it may take up to 8 
weeks, 
(Q) When does your employer have 
to give you your W-2 form? 
(A) Form W-2, which shows total 
wages paid and income and social 
security tax withheld during 1973, 
should be given to your employer on or 
before Jan. 31, 1974. 
H ow ever,m any employers distribute 
W-2 forms to their employees well in 
advance of this deadline for the con­ 
venience of those employees who are 
expecting a refund and want to file 
early. 


(Q) How can I tell if I have to file a 
Federal Income tax return? 
(A) 
The 
filing 
requirement 
for 
Federal income tax returns depends 
upon the taxpayer’s income, age and 
marital status. 
A single individual must file a return 
if he had $2,050 or more gross income 
for the year. If he was 65 or older at 
year end, the requirement is $2,8 00. 
Any individual who may be claimed as 
the dependent of another taxpayer 
must file a return if he had gross in­ 
com e of $750 or more and received any 
unearned income during the year. 
Married persons must file a tax 
return if the combined gross income of 
both spouses was $2,8 00 or more 
provided they file a joint return and 
were living together at the close of the 
tax year. The requirement is $3,550 if 
either husband or wife was 65 or older, 
and $4,300 if both were 65 or older. 
However, the filing requirement is 
$750 for each if they file separate 
returns, or if they did not share the 
sam e household at the end of the year, 
or if another taxpayer is entitled to 


claim an exemption for either the 
husband or the wife. 
If you were self-employed, you must 
file a return if you had net earnings 
from self-employment of $400 or more. 
(Q) On last year’s return, I didn’t 
check off $1 of my 
tax 
for 
the 
Presidential Election Campaign Fund. 
But I plan to do so this year. Can I go 
back and check off a tax dollar for 
1972? 
(A) Yes. On the 1973 Federal income 
tax return, you can designate $1 ($2 if 
married filing jointly) of your 1972 tax 
for the Presidential Election Cam­ 
paign Fund if you did not check off last 
year. And, of course, you can also 
check off $1 (or $2 on a joint return) of 
your 1973 tax for the fund. 
(Q) If I designate $1 of my tax for the 
Presidential Election Campaign Fund, 
will it reduce any refund I have 
coming? 
(A) No. Completing the checkoff will 
not change any of the figures on your 
tax return. The tax due IRS or the tax 
refund the IRS owes you will not be 
changed. 
(Q ) I had over $500 in medical ex­ 
penses for 1973. Is this amount tax 
deductible? 
(A) A portion of your medical ex­ 
penses may be deductible, depending 
upon how much your adjusted gross 
income is. 
In general, if you itemize, medical 
expenses are deductible to the extent 
. they exceed three percent of your 
adjusted gross income. However, one 
half 
of 
the 
m edical 
insurance 
premiums you paid in 1973 up to $150 is 
deductible without regard to the three 
percent limitation. The balance is 
deductible as a medical 
expense 
subject to the three percent limitation. 
Your expenditures for medicines and 
drugs may be included in medical 
expenses only to the extent they ex­ 
ceed one percent of your adjusted 
gross income.

The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q)) If I file my Federal income tax 
return in January, will I get my refund 
any sooner? 
(A) Yes. If you file in January and 
there are no mistakes on your return 
that might delay processing, you 
should get your refund in 4 to 5 weeks. 
If you file later, it may take up to 8 
weeks. 
(Q) When does your employer have 
to give you your W-2 form? 
(A) Form W-2, which shows total 
wages paid and income and social 
security tax withheld during 1973, 
should be given to your employer on or 
before Jan. 31, 1974. 
However, many employers distribute 
W-2 forms to their employees well in 
advance of this deadline for the con­ 
venience of those employees who are 
expecting a refund and want to file 
early. 


(Q) How can I tell if I have to file a 
Federal Income tax return? 
(A) 
The filing requirement for 
Federal income tax returns depends 
upon the taxpayer’s income, age and 
marital status. 
A single individual must file a return 
if he had $2,050 or more gross income 
for the year. If he was 65 or older at 
year end, the requirement is $2,800. 
Any individual who may be claimed as 
the dependent of another taxpayer 
must file a return if he had gross in­ 
come of $750 or more and received any 
unearned income during the year. 
Married persons must file a tax 
return if the combined gross income of 
both spouses was $2,800 or more 
provided they file a joint return and 
were living together at the close of the 
tax year. The requirement is $3,550 if 
either husband or wife was 65 or older, 
and $4,300 if both were 65 or older. 
However, the filing requirement is 
$750 for each if they file separate 
returns, or if they did not share the 
same household at the end of the year,

examinations of the defendant. 
Orlett said all such reports would be 
confidential, available only to the 
sentencing court, or later, to an ap­ 
pellate court, the prosecuting attorney 
and defense counsel, and the depart­ 
ment or institution to which the 
defendant is committed. 
To provide time for preparation of 
the report, courts would be authorized 
to commit the defendant up to 60 days 
while the information is 
being 
gathered. That time would be credited 
against any sentence later imposed. 
The 40-year-old Dayton Democrat 
said the legislation allows counties to 
enter into contracts with the Ohio 
Department of Corrections to provide 
investigations and the actual pre­ 
sentence reports. 
"The state corrections system is 
working hard to provide effective 
rehabilitation programs for offenders. 


This legislation is aimed at helping the 
corrections system do an even better 
job,” he said.

BALTIMORE (AP) - Howard 
Schnellenberger, who just IO days ago 
learned he would be back next year as 
coach of the Baltimore Colts, was at 
odds Monday with general manager 
Joe Thomas over the treatment of 
three Colts’ assistant coaches. 
After Thomas fired two Baltimore 
aides Monday and said he also would 
have ousted Dick Voris had he not quit 
last week, Schnellenberger stepped out 
of character and offered a divergent 
view. 
“It was my idea, and he (Howard) 
agreed with m e,” Thomas said in 
announcing that the contracts 
of 
defensive aides Ray Callahan and 
Bobby Franklin would not be renewed 
next season. 
“I didn’t agree,” Schnellenberger 
said, indicating he didn’t have an 
option. “Joe did it on his own. I hired 
them, and I assumed that I’d fire them 
if I were displeased with them. I told 
Joe I thought they had done a good 
job.” 
Schnellenberger described Thomas’ 
decision as an “ultimatum” which had 
caused him to reevaluate his own fu­ 
ture with the Colts. 
“I decided that 47 players worked 
like hell to develop a team last year,” 
Schnellenberger said, “and that if I 
didn’t stay, a lot of hard work would go 
down the drain. I didn’t want to let the 
other three coaches down, either.”

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — 
Only a handful among the 
4,560 fans sitting in utter 
disbelief 
in 
B a ll 
State 
University’s Men’s Gym the 
other night knew the real 
drama behind the scenes. 
Ball State whipped the Uni­ 
versity of Cincinnati, ranked 
20th in the nation, 99-82.

man 
working the 
miracle on the Ball State 
bench was Jim Holstein, a 
Cincinnati star in the 1950s 
who had sought the Cincinnati 
coaching job two years ago.

But Holstein said he was 
still incredulous about his 
interview with Cincinnati for 
the coaching job there. 
“ They asked me in,” he 
said. “ Bear in mind I already 
had been interviewed by 
three people at Ball State, the 
athletic director, the head of

ministrator who was over 
both of them.
